Poultry  and  egg  packing  arc  two  smaller  industries  in  the  borough. 
Blundells  School,  a  large  public  school,  is  also  situated  in

Hr.  S.  R.  Lancy,  Hospital  Secretary,  has  given  ne  the  following 
report  on  work  carried  out  at  the  Tiverton  and  District  Hospital 
during  the  year:- 


"Tiverton  and  District  Hospital  reverted  to  full  working  on 
3rd  August,  1969,  following  the  renewal  of  all  engineering 
services  within  the  hospital  and  generally  modernising  the 
interior  of  the  hospital.  This  included  the  provision  of 
two  patients’  lounges,  the  major  portion  of  the  cost  of 
which  was  borne  by  the  League  of  friends  of  the  Tiverton 
Hospitals.  Hi th  the  provision  also  of  a  number  of  items 
of  modern  surgical  equipment,  the  hospital  is  now  regarded 
as  a  well-appointed  hospital.” 


These  measures  do  a  great  deal  to  improve  the  amenities  of  the 
District  Hospital  but  there  still  remains  the  urgent  necessity 
for  a  new  hospital  which  would  unify  the  hospital  services  under 
one  roof  and  provide  the  increased  beddage.

Fluoridation  is  not  carried  out  in  the  Borough.

Chickens  and  hens  are  the  only  types  of  birds  processed  and  the  number 
killed  during  the  year  amounted  to  656, 919.  Of  these,  5,831  we re  con- 
d  craned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  651,038  passed  as  satisfactory. 

The  processing  premises  are  of  a  modern  structure  and  a  high  stan¬ 
dard  of  hygiene  is  maintained.  There  is  a  spotter  system  for  detecting 
unsound  birds  and  check  visits  are  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
at  frequent  intervals.

Fluoracetanide  following  which,  the  result  of  the  10,0  test  baiting  in 
the  Spring  of  1969*  showed  that  the  sev/cr  system  had  been  completely 
free  of  infestation.
